‘No Windows: Or: 
Bathrooms? 


AN AMERICAN’S: PLAN. 


‘London. 

The house of the future. will 
have no windows, no’ baths, and no 
bedeclothes. It will have trans- 
parent walls through which light 
will filter. In the kitchen it will 
have cupboards ‘with — revolving 
shelyes, but on none, of those: 
shelves will: there be a bar of aoand 

“Upstairs, there will be pneumatic 
beds—but no bedclothes. And 
there will-be no bath. 

This “House of the Future” has 
been designed by Mr, Buckminster 
Fuller, an American, and it was 
recently described to the Architec- 
tural Association in London. 

“In this new house,” said the 
British architect who introduced it, 
“there are no taps or sinks—only 
an air pressure hose which squirts 
ninety per cent, air and ten per 
cent water. This does away with 
the need for baths and soap. 
“There are no windows but light 
comes through the transparent 
walls and air from a cone on top 
of the house. The temperature of 
the air is controlled so there is. no 
need of , bedclothes. 

“Doors open by waving the hand 
in front of photo-electric cells. 

_“A machine converts all sewage 
into methane gas for light and 
power. You can put a house of 
this type anywhere, regardless of 
drains, gas, or electric supply. 
There are vacuum units for cook- 


ing and machines for washing 
dishes and laundry. All. the 
machinery is fitted into an 


aluminium box at the centre of. the 
house.

AROUND WORLD, 


High: Mark Set 
' For Flyers. : 


A trophy for 7 the fastest fight ; 
around the world has been present- 
ed for international competition 
, - president 
of the International Aeronautical 
Federation, the governing body of 
sporting aviation,: 

The contest is, open to any aero- 
plane, seaplane or airship, but all 
competitors must follow the same 
specified route round the world, via 
Karachi, Tokyo, San Francisco and 
New York. ‘The atart may be made 
from any of these cities or from 
London, . Paris, Berlin, Rome’ or 
Bucharést. Competitors must land 
at the specifled cities on the official 
route and must finish the ~ flight 
at the aerodrome from which the 
start was made. Any number of 
landings . are allowed during the 
world flight. and even refuelling in 
mid-air is permitted. 

The Trophy will first ‘be won by 
the competitor who succeeds in fly- 


jing round the world at an average 
‘speed throughout of .at least 62,14 


m.p.h. Subsequent attempts for the 


Trophy must ° exceed the average 
,speed of the previous record maker 
by at least halt-a-kilometre -per 
hour (.81 m.p.h.). 

The cup will be won outright by 
the first competitor to encirclg the 
world in flight at an average speed 
of 500 kms. per hour (310.7 m.p.h.). 

The present record for a round- 
the-world flight’ is held by the 
‘American airmen, Post and Gatty, 
with an elapsed time of 8% days. 
They, however, followed a more 
northerly, and therefore shorter, 
course than thé route laid down for 
the Bibesco Trophy.

Persons who understand ‘such 
funny things point out that it’s all 
an optical illusion, but negroes say 
the hill is “haunted.” ~~ 

This weird “hill” is a few miles 
from this résort. It is the spur 
of an unimpressive mountain and 
that’s. what caused the illusion. 

The “magic” section of the road 
is about 100 yards long and begins 
at the base of the hill. A motorist 
can park his car at the foot of the 
hill, stop his engine and the 
machine will const to the summit 
of the incline.

Low Landing . Speed 
Achieved. ; 


One of the most thteresting light 


some time is the new German 
Heinkel “64” which was specially 
designed for the recont Interna- 
tional’ Touring | pena or Circuit 
of Europe. 

Six of these 2-seater low-wing 
monoplanes wort entered in the 
Contest and five of them finished, 
eccupying the third, fourth, 
eighth, fifteenth -and sixteenth 
places out of the. 24 competitors 
who completed the full contest. 
Later, thrée” of these machines 


have visited England and one was 
demonstrated by Lieutenant 
Siedemann, 
Rundflug. 

The object of this demonstration 
was to display the remarkable 
speed range and controllability at 
very low speeds which has - been 
obtained on the H.B. 64 by the fit- 
ting of Handley Page. wing slots 
and flaps. Slots are arranged 
along the entire leading edge of 
the wings, and are coupled to flaps 
which run the full length of the 
trailing edges. Thesa.are automa- 
tic in action and can be fixed to 
any setting from the pilot’s seat.
